“Act now tosave Canada ” 


“Unless an awful lot of 
Canadians are going to work 
very, very hard the future 
of this country is genuinely 
in some doubt, ’’ 

This opinion was voiced 
Thursday by Mel Hurtig, Ed- 
monton publisher and policy 
chairman of the federal Lib- 

* eral party. Mr, Hurtig was 
addressing the general 
meeting and nominating con- 
vention of the St. Albert 
Liberal Association, 

Defining the new Canadian 
nationalism, Mr, Hurtig 
cautioned against confusing 
the term ‘‘nationalism’’ with 
chauvinism, jingoism or an- 
ti-Americanism, 

“I mean by nationalism, 
the ability of people to con- 
trol their own destiny and 
future as much as possible,”’ 
he said. 

Canadian nationalists are 
‘people who have a deep 
and genuine love for this 
country and people who have 
a belief in the future of this 

gecountry,’’ 

No one questions the initial 
necessity for foreignowner- 
ship of businesses in Cana- 
da, Mr, Hurtig stated, ‘‘but 
it has steadily increased and 
now we are very badly ex- 
ploited.’’ He accused Camada 
of a laxity ‘“‘greater than any 
other country’ in this re- 


“The time has come when 
it’s far too late to rely on 
the Canadian business come 
munity to guide the business 
destiny of this country,’’ said 
Mr, Hurtig, adding that for- 
eign ownership now accounts 
for 50 to 60 per cent of all 
businesses in Canada, This 
results in the vital decision- 
making processes occuring 
outside this country and loss 
of exports due to the ine 
ability of Canadian branch 
plants to compete with for- 

% eign-based head offices, he 
said, 

‘Less industrial research 
is conducted in Canada in 
1970 than in 1960,” hestated 

‘‘We have lost control of 
our economy to a certain 


large extent and part and 
parcel of this is loss of 
political control as well.’’ 

The country ‘“‘is entirely 
at the mercy and whim of 
the American business com- 
munity, ’” 

Mr, Hurtig stated that no 
one was suggesting that Can- 
ada shouldn’t import foreign 
capital but that the rules 
must be changed. He sugg- 
ested that no adequate study 
had yet been completed on 
the net effects of foreign 
investment in Canada, but 
he added that many econo- 
mists consider ‘‘absolute 
nonsense,’’ claims that Cane 
adians’standard of living 
would drop with the imposi- 
tion of tighter controls on 
foreign investment. 

He described as “‘icredi- 
bly stupid,’’ Canada’s oil 
policy which allows oil to 
be brought in from Vene- 
zuela and sold for ‘‘one cent 
less a gallon than we can 
sell Alberta oil.’’ 

‘It’s time we started us- 


ing our own oil in markets 
east of the Ottawa valley,’’ 
he said. He also advocated 
an export tax on gas and 
oil which would realize tre- 
mendous revenues and ulti- 
mately reduce taxes. 

Mr, Hurtig described 
Canada as being in a “‘fan- 
tastic bargaining position’’ 
with the United States which 
he claimed, has to have 
Canadian natural gas. Cana~ 
da should not enter into any 
long-term agreements, he 
said, adding that Canadians 
have not yet solved the pro- 
blem of ethical and moral 
responsibility to their child- 
ren, 

Mr, Hurtig concluded by 
calling for Canadians totake 
pride in their country, to 
stop worrying about western 
alienation and start worry- 
ing about the country as a 
whole, 

“‘Otherwise,’’ he warned, 
‘‘maybe our kids won’t have 
a country to worry about.’’

Attempt to stall 


condominiums 


Councillor R G Wheatley 
made an unsuccessful bid 
Monday to have an area of 
West Grandin Park, contain 
ing 81 acres, rezoned resi«- 
dential comprehensive, 

Some months ago council 
had agreed to rezoning of 
the property to allow for a 
condominium development to 
be undertaken by Delcon 
Management. 

Councillor Wheatley’s 
contention was that since 
Delcon had sold their pro- 
perty (approximately 40 
acres) to two companies, 
Embassy Developments and 
Bramalea, council was no 
longer bound to allow cone 
fominium units to be built 
n the land. 

Referring to the Alcan 
2ondominium development in 
the east end of town, Coun- 
cillor Wheatley stated that 
“we could end up with 448 
inits on the west side o1 
town and 158 on the east.’’ 
He felt that there was merit 
in delaying development un- 
til council saw the results 
of the east-end condominium 


development. He stated that 
he had heard much disapp- 
roval of condominiums ex- 
pressed by St. Albert citi- 
zens, 

Councillor J, J, Bakker 
pointed out that in its ear- 
fier decision to rezone the 
West Grandin Park property 
council had not given app- 
roval to any particular 
development, merely to the 
rezoning, 

Town Planner J, X. Wood- 
roffe interjected that coun- 
cil could rezone the pro- 
perty to single family hous- 
ing if it wished but warned 
against legal complications 
which might arise in certain 
areas such as land values, 
He added that council has 
the right to dictate stand- 
ards, appearance, finish and 
design of any future cone 
dominium development 
which might be proposed, 

Councillor Wheatley was 
supported by Councillor John 
de Bruijn in his motion to 
reverse council's earlier 
decision, The motion was 
defeated 5-2, 


Northeast university 
site announced 


Months of conjecture as to 
the location of Alberta’s 
fourth university came to an 
end a week ago today,when 
close to 100 St. Albert and 
district citizens crowded 
into the council chambers at 
town hall to hear Education 
Minister Robert Clark ann- 
ounce that a site three miles 
northeast of St, Albert had 
been chosen, 

Part of the approximately 
800 acres of property to be 
set aside for the university 
campus has in the past been 
occupied by the Edmonton 
Indian Residential School, 
operated by the federal gov- 
ernment, The existing school 
building on the property will 
likely be used as an initial 
base of operations for the 
interim body which is to 
shortly get the project un- 
derway, Mr, Clark said, 

The choice of locationwas 
based on an extensive study 
and recommendations made 
by the Alberta Universities 
Commission, These recom- 
mendations were made April 
27 and approved by provin- 


cial cabinet on Tuesday, May 
5. 

Of the five possible loca- 
tions studied inineSt, Albert 
area, the site was chosen 
as the most desirable from 
the standpoint of availability 
of land, land costs, trans- 
portation access, the cost of 
sewers and water supply as 
well as aesthetic qualities, 

It is expected that the uni- 
versity will begin accepting 
students in the autumn of 
1973 and will have an en- 
rollment of 10,000 by 1979, 

“It is going to be a ‘get- 
with-it’ project,’’ said Mr, 
Clark, adding that work 
would begin the following day 
on assembling an initial 
group of individuals to getthe 
project underway, 

“We expect a very early 
date to finalize the charter 
for the university and also 
to finalize the initial group 
of governors who will be 
charged with the responsi- 
bility for development of the 
university in its very early 
stages.’’ He added that an 
individual from St, Albert 
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will be a part of this initial 
group. 

J, R. B Jones of the Uni- 
versities Commission who 
accompanied Mr, Clark, said 
that a ‘‘tremendous amount 
of research had been done in 
St, Albert’’ to determine 
which of the several ‘“ex- 
cellent’ sites available 
would be the most feasible. 

He stated that technical 
data was carefully goneover 
before the decision to locate 
the university northeast of 
the town was made, adding 
that people will probably ar- 
gue for generations over 
whether or not the best site 
had been chosen, 

Asked by Mayor Ray Gibb- 
on what the Universities 
Commission planned with 
regard to servicing the site, 
Mr, Jones replied, that it had 
been recommended that the 
commission work very 
closely with the town of St. 
Albert and the Municipal 
District of Sturgeon, 

In considering alternative 
sites for the university, Mr. 
Jones said that feasibility 
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studies had shown that St, 
Albert sewage lagoon was “a 
little too close to the in- 
habited area for any major 
expansion, If we had put the 
university here, we would 
have just compounded your 
problem,"’ 

The announcement meet- 
ing was jointly hosted by St. 
Albert Chamber of Comm- 
erce and the Town of St. 
Albert, Both these bodies 
had gone on record as supp= 
orting a university location 
in the northwest area of the 
town, adjacent to Big Lake. 

Chamber of Commerce 
President Ernie Jamison 
welcomed guests and intro- 
duced Mayor Gibbon. 

Mayor Gibbon paid tribute 
to ex-mayor R, Fowler and 
past town councils and in 
particular to Councillor John 
Bakker and Keith Everitt 
MLA for their work indraft- 
ing briefs and making re- 
presentations to various 
ministers of the government, 
both in 1966 when the pro- 
vince’s third university went 
to Lethbridge and again in 
1968, He thanked the govern~ 
ment, through Mr, Clark, for 
locating the university inthe 
St, Albert area, 

Mr, Everitt pointed out 
that perhaps the location of 
the university site should be 
described as “three miles 
east of St, -Albert,’’ rather 
than ‘‘northeast’’ as the pro- 
perty is south ofthe Sturgeon 
River, 

Harold Rattai, chamber 
vice-president, introduced 
municipal and school offi- 
cials from St, Albert andthe 
surrounding area who were 
on hand for the long-awaited 
announcement, Mayor Gibb- 
on apologized for the fact 
that due to the short time 
ivailable to arrange the 
meeting, four ofhis councill- 
ors were unable to be pre- 
sent, 

The majority of those pre- 
sent at the meeting express- 
ed satisfaction at the choice 
of location, The main feeling 
seemed to be relief that a 
decision had finally been 
reached and anticipation that 
the project would soon be 
underway. 

Mr, Clark stated that the 
approximate cost of esta- 
blishing the university will 
be known by mid-summer 
or early fall and that con- 
struction will probably begin 
next year. 

Mayor Ray Gibbon said: 
“I’m happy it’s finally over, 
The idea now is to get it 
started and productive, Now 
all we have to argue about is 
sharing the costs of ser- 
vices,"’ 

Councillor R, A, Russell, 
who along with Councillor R, 
Wheatley, had objected to the 
majority of councillors’ sup- 
port of BACM’s proposal 
that the university be loca- 
ted in the northwest area of 
St. Albert, stated that he was 
“delighted” with the de- 
cision, 

“IT believe it's the right 
location,’’ he said, 

Councillor Russell had 
earlier stated that he felt 
council had not given proper 
consideration to alternative 
sites before reaching a de- 
cision to support the north- 
west location,

Still fresh in our minds also are 
the shootings of union member. Jablonski and his family 
and the Chicago 7 trial, 


The pretty picture we are constantly being bombarded 
with, directly and indirectly, is the high standard of 
living in United States. Alongside the other pictures 
this one doesn’t look so attractive anymore 


The time is now upon us when Canadians must do some 
very hard thinking indeed on what directions they wish 
to take, Otherwise other people will do their thinking 
and make their decisions for them, 


The time is NOW for three reasons: 


(1) Negotiations are now going on for an international 
energy grid, If Canada’s vast energy resources come 
under the control of the United States, the sell-out of 
Canada will be practically complete, Use of energy 
resources will be determined not only by American 
and Canadian econimic needs, but also by America 
National Security policy. Wé had better be very careful. 


(2) The time is NOW because for the first time Cana- 
dians are in the driver’s seat - United States desper- 
ately needs our water power, ofl and gas, mineral 
resources, In the name of sweet reason let us not 
move fast because the Americans want to move fast. 


(3) The time is now because we must give our young 
people something worthwhile to do with their unlimited 
energy, their better educated minds and their inherent 
care and concern for building a better world. Can the 
older generation stop running scared and make a fight 
to keep control of this country? It is even more impor= 
tant that Canadians immediately let the Hon, Joe Greene, 
minister of energies and resources, know that they don’t 
want our resources sold down the river for a fast buck, 
than that they protest the white paper on taxation, 


Let us make this fight to gain control of our future, 
Then we could offer our young people a chance to spread 
into our central corridor and our north and pioneer 
the way our grandparents did, along the southern strip 
of the country, For themselves as Canadians, With some 
risk = not as lackeys of a giant multi-national firm, 
A chance to form their own Canadian management - 
and their own Canadian unions - and their own Canadian 
industries, We could give them Canada,
